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CHAPTER REPORTS 
The District of Columbia Chapter 

The first active steps toward the formation of an alumni chapter 
of the Society of the Sigma Xi in the District of Columbia were 
taken on January 2, 1914, when Marcus Benjamin (Columbia), 
originator of the movement, Edmund Heller (Stanford), Marcus 
W. Lyon, Jr. (Brown), and Paul Bartsch (Iowa), met in the latter's 
office in the new National Museum to consider plans for the organi- 
zation of such a chapter. Seven additional local members of the 
Sigma Xi representing various scientific activities in Washington 
and widely scattered universities were asked to associate themselves 
with the movement. These persons were: Dr. L. O. Howard 
(Cornell), Dr. B. H. Ransom (Nebraska), Dr. T. S. Palmer (Cali- 
fornia), Mr. F. J. Katz (Chicago), Dr. J. E. Pogue (Yale), Mr. 
W. R. Maxon (Syracuse), and Dr. B. W. Evermann (Indiana). 

A majority of the members of this larger committee met one 
week later in Dr. Bartsch's office. Dr. Benjamin was chosen chair- 
man and Dr. Lyon, secretary. Committees were appointed to draw 
up a constitution and by-laws, and to draft a letter to invite the 
local members of the Society to join in forming an alumni chapter. 

The following week, January 16, 1914, the organization commit- 
tee met again in the same place. After an informal discussion a 
tentative constitution and by-laws were adopted, and the secretary 
was instructed to send out the following letter: 

District of Columbia Chapter of the Sigma Xi 

Washington, D. C, January 23, 1914. 
You are invited to attend a meeting of members of Sigma Xi in Room 43, 
new building of the National Museum, on Friday, January 30, at 4 p. m. 

In recognition of the peculiar desirability and the need of a Chapter 
of Sigma Xi in this city, it is proposed to effect a permanent organization 
which shall petition the Council to charter an Alumni Chapter. 

Please indicate on the enclosed .card whether or not you will be present, 
and mail it to the Secretary of the Organization Committee.

In response to this letter, on Friday, January 30, 1914, fifty-four 
local members of the Sigma Xi met at four o'clock in the afternoon, 
in Room 43 of the new National Museum building to consider the 
formation of the new chapter. Fifty other persons expressed by 
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card their desire to become members of the proposed chapter. The 
secretary had sent out 225 letters of invitation and had received 
135 replies. The desirability of the formation of an alumni chapter 
was discussed and a letter from Professor J. McKeen Cattell, then 
President of the Society of the Sigma Xi, was read, expressing his 
pleasure at the organization of the proposed chapter. 

The constitution and by-laws submitted by the organization 
committee were tentatively adopted. Dr. Benjamin was chosen 
as temporary president, and Dr. Lyon as temporary secretary- 
treasurer. The organization committee was instructed to continue 
the work of organization and to apply to the general Society for 
a charter. 

On February 3, 1914, a formal letter of application for a charter 
was sent to President Cattell. This application contained the names 
of 109 local members of the Sigma Xi who had signified their desire 
for the chapter. 

In a letter dated December 12, 1914, President Cattell notified 
Dr. Benjamin that the petition for the formation of the District of 
Columbia Chapter had gone the rounds of all the chapters of the 
Society, and that a charter would be granted to the local members 
of the Sigma Xi. The new chapter was asked to have representa- 
tives at the convention of the Society to be held in Philadelphia 
during Convocation Week. Doctors Bartsch, Ransom, and Lyon 
represented the chapter at that convention. 

Two organizing meetings of the local members were held in the 
afternoon in Room 43 of the new National Museum building, one 
on February 19, and the other on March 5, 191 5, at which a consti- 
tution and by-laws were adopted. There was a strong majority 
feeling that the alumni chapter should be composed only of those 
persons resident in the District of Columbia and vicinity who are 
already members of the Society. Therefore no provision has been 
made by the District of Columbia Chapter for the election of new 
members into the Society. At the second meeting, Professor H. S. 
Williams, one of the original founders of the Society at Cornell, 
was present and addressed the Chapter. 

The constitution and by-laws are modeled after those of the 
parent Society. The officers are a president, vice-president, 
treasurer, elected for two years, and a secretary elected for four 
years. The officers with two other members elected for two years 
constitute the Council or executive committee of the Chapter. One 
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annual meeting for the election of officers and transaction of im- 
portant business, and at least two other meetings are provided for 
each year. 

The first annual meeting was held in the evening on April 30, 
191 5, in the Assembly Hall of the Cosmos Club, the place where 
most of the scientific societies in Washington hold their meetings. 
The first election of officers resulted as follows: 
President — Marcus Benjamin (Columbia), National Museum. 
Vice-president — Isaac King Phelps (Yale), Bureau of Chemistry. 
Secretary — Marcus Ward Lyon, Jr. (Brown), George Washington 

University. 
Treasurer — Daniel Roberts Harper 3rd (Pennsylvania), Bureau of 

Standards. 
Councillor — Frederick Leslie Ransome (California), Geological 

Survey. 
Councillor — Cornelius Lott Shear (Nebraska), Bureau of Plant 
Industry. 

Following the election of officers, informal remarks were made 
by the President and many other members representing the various 
collegiate chapters of the Society, subsequent to which the Chapter 
adjourned and enjoyed a social hour with light refreshments. 

The names of 171 charter, and so far the only members of this 
the first and only alumni chapter of the Society are printed below, 
together with their academic records, place of election to Sigma 
Xi (indicated by an asterisk following the institution's name), date 
of election, and occupation. 

There is probably no other city in the United States in propor- 
tion to its size that has so large a number of members of the Society 
of Sigma Xi actively engaged in research work as Washington. A 
perusal of the list of names of members of the District of Columbia 
Chapter will give an idea as to the lines of work in which they are 
engaged and as to the wide range of the universities represented 
by them. 

The main object of the chapter will be to establish fraternal 
and social relations among the local members. It has been the ex- 
perience of the members during the organization that they have met 
delightful fellow-workers in science in fields remote from their own. 
It will hardly be necessary to try to encourage a spirit of active 
research among a body of men and women who are already pro- 
fessional investigators, and who hold important offices under the 
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National Government for what they have done and are doing in 
research along many lines. It is perhaps too early to say what 
shape the final policy of the Chapter will assume, but the Chapter 
has contemplated some public meetings at which subjects of broad 
scientific interest will be presented. It has been suggested that an 
occasional joint meeting with the Phi Beta Kappa Club of Wash- 
ington would be of mutual advantage to both societies; many are 
members of both societies.
